The foes of charter reform, balked 


in the attempt to muster even the fee- 
blest resistance, have practically aban- 
doned the fight planned against the 
charter when it goes before the com- 
mittee of twenty-five early next week. 

Mayor James G. Woodward, leader 
of the charter reform movement in 
Atlanta, declared for the first time 
Tuesday afternoon that he was certain 
of victory before the committee and 
before ‘council. He said that the op- 
position could not count on more than 
four votes before the committee. 

The mayor does not expect Council- 
men J. J. Greer, Claude L. Ashley and 
Orville H. Hall to support the Can- 
charter. The 
vote he is doubtful of is likely to be 
swung to the side of the charter. 

Mayor and Ragsdale Confer. 

Mayor Woodward and Alderman -. 
N. Ragsdale, chairman of the board of 
fire masters, held quite a conference at 
the city hall Tuesday afternoon. It ts 
understood that the charter fight was 
discussed -along with other -matters. 
Alderman Ragsdale is inclined to sup- 
port the charter framed by the mayor's 
committee. He has not decided, but 
intimated that he would vote for the 
charter in council. 

“I have very decided views on the 
charter,’ Alderman Ragsdale said, “and 
nothing will move me but genuine 
charter reforms. I want the city to 
get the best there is, and for that rea- 
son I have decided not to take sides 
one way or the other. If the commit- 
tee’s charter is best for the people I'll 
support it, and make a clean sweep 
with the rest. I am ready to go back 
to the plow.”

DR. FRIEDMANN HAS ARRIVED

New York, February 25.—The United 
States government took official recog- 
nition of the claim of Dr. Fredrick lL’. 
Friedmann to the discovery of a cure 
for tuberculosis, when, by order of the 
surgeon general, a physician of the 
United States marine hospital service, 
Dr. Milton H. was sent to meet 
the voung German physician on his 
arrival here today aboard the steam- 
ship Kron Prinzessin Cecilie. 

At the request of the government 
surgeon, Dr. Friedmann, after hal¢ an 
hour’s conference the steam- 
ship on the trip up from quarantine, 
consented to turn over a quantity of 
his bacilli to be tested by the govern- 
ment and to demonstrate the effici- 
cacy of his cure before physicians of 
the hospital service. He agreed to

Friedmann Invited by Banker. 

Dr. Friedmann, who comes to this 
country at the invitation of Charles 
E. Finlay, a New York banker, who 
hopes the physician will be able to 
cure his son-in-law of the disease, de- 
clared tonight that his remedy was not 
a secret, and that he purposed to make 
known “to all the world’ the method 
by which it was created and the man- 
ner in which ‘t was administered. It 
consisted of bacilli taken from a turtle 
into which tubercukar Dacilli from a 
human being had been injected, he ex- 
plained. 

“TIT have been working upon the cure 
for four years, and in the jast two and 
a half years I have treated from 2,500 
to 3,000 patients,” he asserted. 


“How many I have absolutely cured |! 


I cannot estimate, but their number 
has run into the hundreds. The 
remedy cures al] forms of tuberculosis 
except such cases as are quite hope- 
less—that Is on the point of death. 
The process is a slow one, but the first 
effects are to be seen two or three 
weeks after !f!nnoculation. The time 
when an absolute cure. can be said to 
be effected is a matter of months. The 
method of administering is 50 per cent 
of the cure. 

Wants All Mankind te Benefit. 

“IT want all mankind to benefit by 
my discovery, i have already turned 


over some Of my bacilli to the German 
sovernment and I am very glad to 
turn It over to the American govern- 
ment.” 

Dr. Friedmann denied that he had 
been offered $1,000,000 by Mr. Finlay 
if he would cure 95 out of 100 patients 
in this country. He admitted that he 
was to receive a “substantial compen- 
sation” in event he cured the banker's 
son-in-law, Ray Paris, of this city. 

“T am not mercenary,” he said. “Alj 
I care about is sufficient reward to 
enable me to demonstrate my cure to 
the world.” 

Dr. Friedmann, who 
panied by an assistant and a private 
secretary, Was met at the pied by 
Mr. Finlay and taken as his cuest to 
a banquet tonight at the Lotus club. 
The surgeon brings a quantity of his 
bacilli with him, which he expects 
to administer to the banker's son-in- 
law tomorrow.

Philadelphia, February 26.—Better- 
ment of rural schools was declared to 
be the most pressing educational prob- 
lem of today by prominent educators 
in addresses tonight at a meeting of 
the rural schools committee of the Na- 
tional Council of Education. 

Edward T. Fairchild, of Durham, N. 
H., president of the National Educa- 
tion association, stated that the rural 
schools are the one weak spot in the 
.\merican system of education. This 
was caused, he said, by the lack of 
trained teachers, inadequate supplies, 
absence of properly constructed build- 
ings and the shortness of the terms. 

Kdward Hyatt, state superintendent 
of public instruction, Sacramento, Cal., 
said he believed that preference should 
be given to country teachers, “those 
who have been reared on farms and are 
better able to sympathize with and 
{nstruct pupils in matters with which 
they will have to deal.”

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THE OPIUM TANGLE. 


The deadly earnestness of the Chinese 
government in its war against the opium 
habit is shown in the report from Pekin 
to the effect that hundreds of natives in 
the province of Fu Kien have recently been 
killed while resisting government soldiers 
engaged in destroying poppy plants. It is 
against the law to plant the opium poppy 
in China, and the fact that it has hereto- 
fore been so large a source of revenue for 
native farmers has caused the énactment 
here and there to be bitterly fought. Sev- 
eral years ago the government outlawed 
the cultivation of the poppy. Much surrep- 
titious indulgence, however, nas been under 
way and the process of combatting an evil 
so long established and of national propor- 
tions has been a herculean one. 

Another phase of the situation is almost

entirely economic and financial. At the 
time the edict against the drug went forth 
China signed a treaty with England where- 
by importations from India, the greatest 
source of supply, were to. be cut down 10 
per cent a year for a period of years. Now, 
the production of Indian opium is indi- 
rectly a British government monopoly. 
The Indian producer must have a license 
from the government before planting the 
poppy. England has gone along reducing 
its importations, while China has banned 
the use of opium altogether, and long be- 
fore the expiration of the treaty limit. As 
a result, the drug to the value of fifty or 
sixty millions of dollars, and representing 
that much British capital, is tied up at 
coast warehouses in China. The English 
government is in a quandary. Humanity 
would cry out if it forced this opium on 
the Chinese even under rigid treaty stipu- 
lation, since under the sliding scale treaty 
agreement China is still bound legally to 
accept a portion of the crop. On the other 
hand, the Indian farmers and merchants 
and bankers are embarrassed by funds tied 
up in the opium which China refuses to 
accept. 

It has been proposed that either the 
British government or the Chinese govern- 
ment, or both, appropriate sufficient funds 
to take care of this “distress” opium and 
then abolish the traffic outright. What- 
ever the outcome, the world’s sympathies 
will be with China. Millions of dollars are 
as ‘nothing against a nation’s effort at self- 
redemption. 


A PERILOUS EXPERIMENT. 

The Huerta-Diaz-Blanquet regime has 
shown its hand rather clearly. It means to 
invoke the “iron hand” method of pacifyinz 
That fact spoke, first, in the as- 
of Madero and Suarez; more 
the summary execution of 
ninety-odd disaffected Maderists near 
Juarez. Many persons familiar with the 
Mexican temperament believe such meth- 
ods are essentia] to control the situation; 
they declare that force and terror only are 
the arguments that appeal to the masses 
in their present state of illiteracy and in- 
herited ineapacity for government, to- 
gether with the no less inherited ferment 
of revolution. 

Thinking people in America might de- 
velop more faith in these desperate meas- 
ures had they not been launched in cold 
blood and wanton murder, as in the case 
of Madero. Had the former president been 
given even the pretense of a trial, and 
then executed or deported, civilization 
would have been less shocked. But Madero 
was slain for no offense more formidable 
than defending a de facto government 
against avowed rebels. He was not even 
guilty of the proved and earlier offense of 
Felix Diaz, who was convicted of conspir- 
ing against the legally recognized rule of 
Madero, tried, sentenced to be shot, then 
spared by Madero himself. 

It will be remembered that Porfirio Diaz 
many years ago established himself by de- 
spotic measures.fully as harsh and bloody 
as those that bid fair to characterize his 
successors, It remains to be seen if Mexico 
has changed in the interim, and if so re- 
pellent a price must be paid for peace. It 
remains, too; to be seen if the three men 
now directing affairs in Mexico City can 
carry out a program of any nature without 
cutting each other’s throats.

Thomas A. Edison, the inventor, in his 
experience, bears out the belief of the St. 
Louis man. He sleeps four or five hours 
out of twenty-four, and while engaged in 
perfecting a new invention has worked for 
twenty-four or thirty-six hours without 
sleep. 

A New York physician contributes his 
personal reminiscences to the symposium 
on sleep, and says that since a boy he has 
only slept six hours out of the day, and 
never makes up lost sleep. 

The great Napoleon is reported to have 
slept only five hours out of twenty-four, but 
since his pulse beats were only forty to 
the minute, or one-half the normal number, 
there are those who insist, as a physiolog- 
ical fact, that he was half asleep all the 
time. Soldiers worn out with the fatigue 
of a vigorous campaign have been known 
to sleep while on the march, and recently 
a Harvard professor, whose. name is un- 
known, published to the world that he 
never slept at all, but for twenty years has 
not lost consciousness, but gains repose in 
a twilight state where his faculties are still 
alert. 

The experience of others has been that 
sweet, untroubled, perfect repose is more 
satisfying than twice that amount of rest- 
less, disturbed slumber, But the man who 
finds that his physical and mental faculties 
are more alert and efficient after eight 
hours’ slumber will not easily change his 
habits because of the experience of others. 

An explanation given by all the short- 
time sleepers is that they kept busy, and 
just as they got more out of the day’s 
work so they got more out of the night’s 
slumber.

New News of Yesterday 


The Perilous Feat of a Railroad Hn- 
gineer. 


By E. J. Edwards. 
(Copyrighted, 1913, for The Constitution.) 
This daily series of anecdotes and inci- 
dents that throw new, interesting and fre- 
quently dramatic light on famous events 
and personalities of the past have been col- 
lected by Mr. Edwards during nearly forty 
years of more or less intimate acquaintance 
with many of the country’s leaders since the 
civil war. Each anecdote or incident is fresh 
from Mr. Edwards’ notebook, ‘and, either in. 
whole or in part, it constitutes NEW NEWS 
OF YESTERDAY, garnered from the men 
who made the news—the history—or from 
equally authoritative sources. As important 
contributions of the “human interest” sort 
to American history, these articles have a 
distinctive value all their own. 


“Many @f the problems which were neces- 
sary for the railway managers who were in 
authority from about 1860 to the time of the 
invention of the air- 
brake, coupler and 
bumper to solve were 
both interesting and 
very complicated,” said 
the late James D. 
Layng to me in the 
course of a conversa- 
tion in which he nar- 
rated many anecdotal 
reminiscences of his 
early life as a railway 
manager. 

Mr. Layng began his 
career as a railway 
man in 1849 at Pitts- 
burg. He was very 
prominent at the time 
of the great railway 
strikes in 1877 at Pitts- 
burg, and was part in- 
fluential tn bringing that great and insipid 
revolution to a close. For the last twenty 
years of his fifty years as a railway mana- 
ger Mr. Layng was the vice president and 
general manager of the West Shore railroad 
of New York state. 

Said he: “Il was chatting one day with 
George Westinghouse upon the subject of 
railway signals, Mr. Westinghouse had 
worked out the problem of safety so far as 
safety depended upon the eye of an engineer 
the observance by that eye of railway 
signals. 

“Mr. Westinghouse told me that he had 
demonstrated scientifically that it was prac- 
tically impossible for a railway engineer to 
signal set at the danger point in 
time to bring a train running 60 miles an 
hour to a stop. Some other method, Mr. 
Westinghouse said, besides distance signals 
that could be read by an engineer was nec- 
essary if safety was to be assured. He told 
me that his computation showed that about 
45 miles an hour was the Iimited speed for 
i train if it were desired to bring that train 
to a stop before a danger signal was reached. 

“IT was reminded by this chat with Mr. 
Westinghouse of an experience related to 
me by a railway manager of New England. 
This manager said that upon his line there 
had been many computations for the purpose 
of determining the distance in which a loco- 
motive could be stopped whether running at 
20 miles an hour or at any speed less than 
that. These computations were made before 
the invention of the automatic airbrake. 

“*All of our computations, however, were 
set at naught by the experience of an en- 
gineer of our road,’ this manager said to me. 
‘The engineer had orders to take his engine 
from Boston to some point near New Bed- 
ford. The order compelled the engineer to 
look out for the rights of way of other trains 
and to keep his way fn between. 

“‘He was running at a pretty fair rate 
upon a certain stretch when he _ discov- 
ered that a drawbridge over a smal] 
river or creek was open. He knew intuitively 
that if he ran the engine at the speed he 
was then going he would go into the river. 
He made a quick computation mentally 
which showed him that he could not slow 
down in time to stop the engine before 
reaching the bridge. He also decided that if 
he put on all speed he might possibly leap 
the chasm. Now all those computations were 
made in an instant’s time. I don't suppose 
the engineer had ever made a mathematical 
calculation of that sort. 

“‘He instantly opened the throttle wide. 

The engine plunged ahead at terrific speed. 
The engineer's calculation was that the 
speed would take the engine at least more 
half way over the chasm. 
“‘He was absolutely correct. When the 
reached, the engine gave a ter- 
rific leap. It jumped the river and landed 
upon the bank, but the tender was half 
buried in the water. No particular damage 
was done to the engine, and the engineer 
was only slightly shaken up. The opposite 
bank happened to be soft gravel. 

“*That experience, however, made possi- 
ble a series of computations respecting speed 
of locomotives and the’ kind of friction nec- 
essary to stop them at various rates of speed 
which proved to be of great value to our 
company. ”

Capt. Winn Died Defying Mexicans. 


Editor Constitution: I have read with in- 
terest the thrilling story of Georgians who 
died in battle to free Texas as contained in 
Sunday’s Constitution. It is with pride the 
relatives of Captain James Cochran Winn 
(instead of James E., as the article has it), 
of Gwinnett county, read of the record made 
by their relative in the fateful tragedy which 
overtook Colonel Fannin and his men at 
Goliad, Texas, in 1836. 

From my earliest recollection I have 
heard the story of that tragedy enacted on 
the plains of Texas before I was born. Cap- 
tain James Cochran Winn, grandsen of Major 
James Cochran, of Jackson county, and eldest 
son of Elisha Winn, and brother of Major 
Richard D. Winn, of Gwinnett county, de- 
ceased, raised a company with Sergeant 
Anthony Bates and joined the Texas patriots 
in their war for independence. They were 
treacherously shot by the Mexicans after 
their surrender. 

It is a family tradition that when the 
Mexican officer commanded Captain Winn to 
turn his back and Kneel preparatory to being 
shot he replied, “I always face my enemies 
and kneel to none but God.” 

A monument, erected by the county of 
Gwinnett to the memory of Captain James 
Cc. Winn and Sergeant Anthony Bates, stands 
in the courthouse square in Lawrenceville. 
Ten thousand acres of land were awarded to 
the heirs of Captain Winn by the state of 
Texas for his services in the war that made 
Texas free. 

I have thought this slight sketch might 
be of interest to your readers, when taken 
in connection with the interesting account 
of the part taken by Georgians in the fight 
to free Texas which appeared in Sunday’s 
Constitution, ZHU.

The World’s Mysteries 


DID POCAHONTAS SAVE 
CAPTAIN SMITH’S LIFE? 


Is America to have another one of its 
ideal romances shattered by the disbellevers 
who doubt the story of Pocahontas saving 
the life of Captain John Smith? For so many 
years the romancer and the artist have pic- 
tured this early episode in the history of the 
Virginia colony in such a way as to establish 
undoubtedly in the mind its actual occur- 
rence, The mistake lies in the imagination 
rather than in the mind. The artist has pre- 
sented the beautiful daughter of Powhattan 
as a full grown gir! and therein is the great- 
est deception. Instead, at the time of the 
dncident, she was about ten years old and not 
more than twelve. 

The story no doubt has been considerably 
garnished, and it may be for that reason that 
historical skepticism, though seeming to in- 
dicate superior wisdom, banished the incident 


from its books or relegated it to a foot note ' 


as one of the incredible romances .invented 


by its hero. 


There seems, however, to be little reason 
to doubt that the earliest acceptances of the 
incident as authentic is fully justified. John 
Smith, therefore, was no doubt the central 
figure of the little drama in which the Indian 
girl threw her arms about his neck and saved 
him from death. 

The cause that brought the most doubt 
as to the authenticity of the story was the 
two conflicting reports by Smith himself. In 
a letter written by Smith in 1608, the year in 
which the incident occurred, and which was 
printed under the title “A True Relation,” 
Smith simply says that Powhattan received 
him kindly and sent him back to Jamestown. 
But in “The General History of Virginia,” a 
long, circumstantial narrative written partly 
by Smith and partly by others, and published 
in 1624, we are told that after a pow-wow in 
Powhattan’s wigwam, two big stones were 
brought and placed before the chief; that 


Smith was dragged up and his head laid on 
them; but that, even as the warriors were 
standing ready to lift their clubs, the chief's 
young daughter, Pocahontas, rushed up, 
threw her arms upon him, and laid her head 
upon his, and that thereupon her father 
spared his life. 

The historians at once jumped at the con- 
clusion, when this was published, that 
Smith’s imagination had been at work, and 
that it was simply a romantic lie. But the 
incident was not one of an extraordinary 
character, for time and again captives held 
by Indians have been freed by the whim of 
some member of the tribe. Pocahontas, if 
she had laid her head beside Captain Smith's, 
would have run no risk; she would have 
been carrying out, out of admiration, pity, or 
perhaps laughingly, a well-understood rite. 

The captive thereupon would rise to be 
received into membership in the tribe, the 
blood-debt would be looked upon as can- 
celled, and he would be free. ‘There is evi- 
dence to show that Smith was henceforth 
regarded as a member of the tribe. The fact 
that Smith did not mention the Pocahontas 
incident in his first account does not prove 
that it did not occur. In fact, it is not at all 
certain that he did not mention it. The first 
account, “The True Relations.” was written 
as a letter to a friend, and the editor who 
publishes it expressly states that he had 
omitted a part of the manuscript. “Some- 
what more was by him written, which being, 
as I thought, fit to be private, I would not 
venture to make it public.” 

Here the case of the detractors of Smith 
falls to the ground. They ‘say that because 
the Pocahontas story is not printed in this 
letter it is a fabrication, and yet the editor's 
own word must be taken that he had not 
printed all of Smith’s story, 

And further than this, to demonstrate that 
the incident actually occurred, Smith did not 
wait until the publication of his history to 
relate it. When Pocahontas went to England 
In 1616, eight years before the printed story 
became Known, as the wife of John Rolfe 
Smith, on his arrival wrote a letter to King 
James’ queen, Anne of Denmark, bespeaking 
the royal favor for the gentle visitor from 
Virginia, declaring that “she hazarded the 
beating out of her own brains to save mine.” 
If this story had not been true it would have 
been possible for Pocahontas to have exposed 
Smith, or a hundred Virginians then in Lon- 
don could have done so. 

Then another incident makes it plausible. 
On the publication of his “General History,” 
in 1624, George Percy, his enemy, a leader of 
the Virginia adventure, wrote a pamphlet 
criticising it. He made no objection to the 
Pocahontas story. If he could have denounced 
it as a fabrication he would have crushed his 
rival. He did not do so, probably because he 
knew the story was true. 


VOLTAIRE.

Voltaire was a thin Frenchman with a 
million-volt brain who flourished in the first 
three-quarters of the eighteenth century and 
made himself famous by getting along with- 
out any religion or morals to speak of in an 
eloquent and successful manner. 

_ Voltaire’s real name was Francois Arouet. 
He used his other name merely as a trade- 
mark. He was born in 1694 near Paris, and 
by 1716 he had become sufficiently learned to 
be sent to the Bastile for writing a sarcastic 
poem about Louis XIV, Sarcasm regarding 
kings was usually a little more fata] than 
spinal meningitis In those days, but Voltaire 
was as versatile an explainer as he was a 
satirist, and got loose in a year, while many 
gentlemen without his large stack of ad- 
jectives at their command, lingered on in 
their cells for sixty years or more for the 
same offense, 

Voltaire managed to write himself back 
into the Bastile in a few years, and then 
went to England, where he adopted poetry 
as a more harmless form of literary exercise, 
and soon became famous. He was the idol 
of France when he returned, and for many 
years was allowed to warm the royal flan- 
nels in the kinge’s bedchamber—a position for 
which great men in France fought and sighed 
in those silly old days. 

‘ Voltaire spent many years philosophizing 
and writing poetry, and was a great favorite 
in society, though he never entirely married. 
In 1750, having joked once too often with the 
king, he removed from France with some 
abruptness and formed a great friendship 
with Frederick the Great, who paid him $4,- 
000 a year to sit around and converse. How- 
ever, Frederick was irascible, and every time 
Voltaire conversed him into a corner and 
jabbed him with an unanswerable argument, 
the king would hurl a piece of priceless bric- 
a-brac at him and motion for the court exe- 
eutioner with a horrid leer. This got on Vol- 
taire’s nerves, and after three years he

stopped fooling with kings and other forms 
of sudden death and settled down quietly 
with a learned lady friend in a small hamlet, 
where he wrote copiously until he died at 

the age of 84. 

Voltaire was so clever that he made vice 
beautiful and unbelief noble, but most of his 
adoring followers lacked his vocabulary and 
lost their reputations in consequence.

Then patrolmen, also deaf to law and honor, must be employed. 


Finally, under the present charter a majority of the Police Board— 
under the new charter a trustee—would have to be willing to violate the 
law and knowingly permit crime in the police force and in the city. 


Even though Atlanta were willing to pay 
such a price for the benefit of the landlords, 


the chief would yet be safe. 


Because men and women, like yourself, are beginning to understand 
that the demand for the closing of the houses was not and is not simply a 
Quixotic attempt to save a few fallen women. 


To begin to put an end to the ruining of girls for commercial purposes 
was the principal reason for the demand for law enforcement. 


A store has to replenish its regular stock. 


So does the recognized brothel. 
In it, a woman dies or is thrown out in five to seven years. | 


A girl must be betrayed to take her place. 


Her pitiable condition after her fall has been made more apparent than 
ever during recent weeks. 

Each ward in the city is on the alert. To stamp out vice? No. For 
fear that a home where one of these unfortunates could come for help 
might be located within its limits.

SNEED 1S ACQUITTED 


Texas Banker a Free Man After 
Killing Al Boyce and Lat- 
ter’s Father—End of Case. 


Vernon, Texas, February 25.—John 
Beal Sneed, a wealthy west Texas 
ranch owner, was today declared not 
guilty of the murder of Al Boyce, SJr., 
at Amarillo, Texas, last September. 
The jury retired last night and return- 
ed the veridct when court opened this 
morning. 

Sneed shot Boyce to death on a 
down-town street in Amarillo at what 
was said to have been the first meet- 
ing of the two after Boyce eloped 
with Mrs. Sneed about a year before 
the killing. 

Al Boyce, Jr., was the mem- 
ber of the Boyce family had 
killed on account of developments fol- 
lowing the elopement. The first kill- 
ing was that of Captain Albert Boyce, 
Sr., the aged father of Al Boyce, whom 
Sneed shot in a Fort Worth hotel. His 
defense was that Captain Boyce was 
aiding his son, Al, in the elopement 
and also that he feared for his life 
at the hands of Captain Boyce. | 

Two of the largest and wealthiest 
families in the southwest are concern- 
ed in the Sneed-Boyce tragedies. On 
October 13, 1911, Mrs. Sneed confessed 
to her husband her love for Al Boyce 
and proposed that she leave Texas 
with Boyce and go to South America. 
A few days later Sneed placed his wife 
in a sanitarium near Fort Worth. On 
November 2 Boyce received a letter 
from Mrs. Sneed at the sanitarium 
saying: “For God's sake come and take 
me out of this madhouse.”’ 

Six days later Boyce and Mrs. Sneed 
eloped. During the several weeks fol- 
lowing Sneed spent $20,000 in search- 
ing the country for the pair. Finally 
they were found in Winnipeg, Canada, 
where Boyce was held by the police on 
charges of theft made by Sneed at 
Fort Worth, Texas. Sneed went to 
Winnipeg, persuaded his wife to return 
to Texas with him, and the charges 
against Boyce were dropped. 

Several months later Boyce returned 
to Texas, and Sneed, at his trial, de- 
~lared that for months before he killed 
Boyce in Amarillo, he had lived in 
expectation of death at any time at 
Boyce’s hands.

ON BOARDING HOUSES 


Councilman Ashley’s Amend- 
ment Will Go Back to 
City Council. 


The ordinance committee of council, 
before passing the boarding house re- 
lief ordinance proposed by Council- 
man Claude L. Ashley, will ask for 
additional data from the author of the 
ordinance and from Chairman John E, 
McClelland, of the tax eommittee. 

The Ashley ordinance was framed 
primarily to give relief to boarding 
houses of less than fifteen rooms. Un- 
der the ordinance now in effect, all 
boarding house keepers must apply to 
Walter Tayior, the city clerk, for 
permit, and the application is passed 
up to the police committee and then 
to council. 

The amendment exempts boarding | 
houses of less than fifteen rooms. It 
requires that boarding houses sending | 
porters to trains and having as many 
as fifteen rgoms pay the same license | 
as houses of twenty rooms or more.

ing house—the place where two, three 
or five boardgrs are kept to help some | 
unfortunate family to pay expenses.

TWO MORE EXPLORERS | 
PERISH IN ANTARCTIC 


Lieut. Ninnin and Dr. Merz, 
Members of Mawson Expe- 
dition, Lose Their Lives. 


Syndey, N. S. W., February 25.—An- 
other was added to the list of Antarc- 
tic tragedies by the news received here | 
today of the death of two members 
of the expedition commanded by Dr. 
Douglas Mawson. The party left Tas- 
mania in 1911, accompanied by a large 
body of scientific men, to explore thor- 
oughly the regions around the south- 
ern magnetic pole. 

Once again the British army is af- 
fected by the loss of a brilliant officer, 
Lieutenant D. E. S. Ninnin, of the 
famous Royal Fusilliers regiment. He’ 
was a friend of Captain Law- 
rence Oates, of the Inniskilling dra- 
goons, who perished while returning 
from the South pole with Scott. 

Switzerland also has suffered a 
great loss by the death of Dr. Merz, 
a prominent scientist and sportsman. 
After winning the ski-jumping cham- 
pionship in Switzerland in 1908, he of- 
fered his services to Dr. Mawson. 

Lieutenant Ninnin was the expert of 
the expedition of surveying and sledg- | 
ing. The wireless messages hitherto | 
received from the Aurora do not state 
the cause of his death or of that of 
Dr. Merz. | 

The expedition started out, not with 
any idea of rushing to the South pole, | 
but with the intention of exploring | 
and naming the unknown lands of t! 
Antarctic and making numerous ob-} 
servations around the magnetic pole. 

According to the wireless reports | 
received from Ur. Mawson, the princi- 
pal objects of the expedition were 
attained. 

Unfortunately, Dr. Mawson and six 
of his companions after they had been 
picked up by the Aurora undertook 
another expedition and were unable 
to rejoin the ship, which was com- 
pelled to leave them to spend another 
year in the Antarctic. 

This news is received here by wire- 
from Adelie Land, via Macquarie 
Island. 

The expedition headed by Dr. Maw- 
son set out from Australia in the lat- 
ter part of 1911. It consisted of nearly 
fifty men, most of them graduates of 
the universities of Australia and New 
Zealand. «Al was financed by popular 
subscription. Dr. Mawson was not 
seeking the pole, but proposed to 
make a complete geographical and 
magnetic survey of the Antarctic re- 
gion between Cape Adare and Gauss- 
burg, a distance of over 2,000 miles. 

The expedition landed on Adelie | 
Land. which is a barren tract of what 
has also been Known as Wilkes Land. 
after the American explorer, and the 
men there divided into three parties.

Trenton, N. J., February 25,—Gov- 
ernor Woodrow Wilson warned mem- 
bers of the New Jersey legislature to- 
night that as president of the United | 
States he would feel privileged to’ 
come back even as early as next week | 
to fight before the people of the sme 
for pending reforms. 

Mr. Wilson resigned the governship| 
today to take effect Saturday. Both 
houses hardly had received his notice 
of resignation when the assembly 
went on record by an overwhelming 
vote against pushing the jury reform 
bill from first to second reading. This 
bill had been urged particularly by 
Mr. Wilson in his message. It would 
take away the power to draw juries 
from sheriffs, lodging it with a com- 
mission appointed by the governor. 

Mr. Wilson regards today’s develop- 
ments as a breach of party discipline. 
He believes, however, that the princl- 
ple of justice in this country is at 
stake and he considers the issue s0 
vital that he declared that soon after 
his inauguration he might deliver sev- 
eral speeches on this subject before 
the people of northern New Jersey, 
most of whose assemblymen voted in 
effect against the governor today. 

“Yes, it looks as if the bill were 
beaten,” said Mr. Wilson tonight, “but 
it is not dead yet. It is perfectly well 
known that the persona who are ex- 
erting pressure on the legislature to 
defeat this bill are those who wish to 
control grand furies because they want 
to break the law and the people of 
the state will understand that abund- 
antly before I get through with it.”

The Southern Pacific Became 
Stronges€ of the Leading 
Issues—Bonds Heavy. 


New York, February 25.—<After an- 
other bear drive had forced quotations 
of many stocks to new low points for 
the long decline, the market rallied 
today, Speculative conditions were lit- 
tle changed. The market was still 
uncertain and at times decidedly un- 
settled. New low prices were record- 
ed for Union Pacific. Amalgamated 
Copper, Steel, St. Paul, Erie, Atchison, 
the Hill stocks and a long Hist of less 
important issues. 

Activity on the short side was con- 
fined principally to the first hour of 
trading.

The one new factor of genuine in- 
terest was the decision of the Calli- 
fornia railroad commission, that 
where the Southern Pacific granted to 
the Central Pacific use of tracks and 
terminal facilities, the same privilege 
should be extended to other compet- 
ing Hnes. In the opinion of the heads 
of the Harriman lines this ruling, if 


sustained, would interfere seriously 
with the proposed dissolution plan and 
might even cause its fallure. 

There was some selling of Union 
Pacific when the significance of this 
action became known and the price 
fell under 153. The most marked ef- 
fect, however, was upon Southern Pa- 
cific, which was bought on the theory 
that the company would be benefited 
by upsetting of the dissolution plan. 
Southern Pacific became the strongest 
of the leading issues, rising more than 
a point above last night's close. 

Weakness of the copper group re- 
flected a further decline tn the metal 
market.
